Ottawa, Feb. 17.—Sir Wilfrid Laurier died at his home here at 
2.50 this afternoon. Death was due to paralysis, the first attack of 
which he experienced at noon yesterday. Doctors Valin and Chee¬ 
rier were in attendance but there was practically no hope of recovery 
after 10 a. m. to-day. He was unconscious suloe early morning. 

Many personal friends of the gr ea t chief tai n gathered at his 
home on Laurier Avenue after the news of his serious illness became 
known. Indy Laurier was at his bedside. About noon to-day a 
marked weakening of his pulse was noticed. The attending phyA- 
cians declared that it was only his great vitality which kept hint 
alive for so long after the stroke, which was in every way serious.

Wilfrid Laurier was born In 1841, In 
the town of St LJn^in.mt. apM^- 
TowhshTps. He came of good, but un¬ 
distinguished, French-Cunadlan stock; 
his father was a tand-survey or. and 
his grandfather a farmer. During 
most of his early years he attended the 
elementary school of his native parish; 
but when he was twelve years of age. 
he spent a year as a pupil in the neigh¬ 
boring Protestant elementary school of 
’Hew Glasgow. 

His object in going to the New Glas¬ 
gow school was to learn English. In 
©Tder to do this better, he boarded 
with an English-speaking family of the 
HSUS of Kirk; and he spent a good 
deal of leisure time at tbs home of tbe 
village storekeeper, John Murray, a 
strict -Scotch P resby t er ia n who waa.- 
curlousty enough, s friend of his father. 
Occasionally Che little Wilfrid Laurier 
served behind the counter of Murray's 
store, not for any pay. but merely that 
he might obtain facility In speaking 
English by conversing with the cue-

Hie Legal Studies. 

In spite of the interest which he 
took in the politics of his native prov¬ 
ince, the young Wilfrid Laurier did 
not neglect his legal studies; and in 
his final year he graduated second in 
general proficiency, although there 
were among his contemporaries sev¬ 
eral who afterwards gained distinc¬ 
tion at the Bar. During the two years 
following his gradual inn from the law 
fchool, Laurier practised law in Mon¬ 
treal, first In conjunction with two 
young lawyers who had graduated at 
tbe same time as himself, and secondly 
s a the Junior partner of one of the 
roost violent and Inflammatory of the 
Rouge politicians, Mederlc Lanctot. 

Lanctot, In spits of the difference 
in temper between his junior partner 
and himself, conceived for the young 
Laurier a great admiration. The late 
Dr. Loul* Frechette, tbe greatest of 
French-Canadian poets and littera¬ 
teurs. tells an extraordinary story with 
regard to his first meeting with Wil¬ 
frid Laurier in Lanctot’s offices in 
L'Union National® in Montreal. Dr. 
Frechette wa* talking with Lanctot 
when Laurier came through the office

Wilfrid Laurier learnt the English 
language at New Glasgow; he learnt it 
so Well that there la scarcely a Can¬ 
adian of English birth to-day who can 
use it with the purity and force with 
which ho used It. But he learnt some¬ 
thing more than the English language. 
He learnt tolerance and moderation, 
and that hatred of racial warfare w hich 
has characterized his whole career. 
Many years afterwards ho was asked 
how It came about that he was so tol¬ 
erant of the religious beliefs of Pro¬ 
testants; and in reply ho told the story 
of his relations with the family of John 
Murray. "The pure family life and 
godly conduct of the Murrays." he 
said, "so Impressed me that I am con¬ 
vinced a Protectant can be an earnest, 
true Christian, as well as a Catholic." 
On other occasion, he made the re¬ 
mark, "If I were not French, I should 
like to bo—Scotch.”

The Stepping Stone. 

The law has always been, in all 
countries and at all times a Mopping 
stone to political Ilfs says W. 8.

Laurier turned his feet. There were 
at the law school lh Montreal in tbe 
early ‘40‘a. a group of young men who 
drew their inspiration from the repat¬ 
riated Papineau. They were radical 
and anti-clerical In their attitude; 
they had their rendezvous at the In- 


risen rapidly in the ranks of the 
Rouge politicians. But In 1844. owing 
to his health, which wss never robust, 
he wss compelled to leave Montreal, 
and take refuge In the country. 

Journalistic Work. 

While In Montreal be had begun to 
dabble In journalism, and he con¬ 
ceived the Idea of combining law and 
country journalism in some town at 
tbe Eastern Townships. It so happen¬ 
ed that just at this time Eric Dorlon. 
the editor of Le Defricheur, one of 
the radical journals of the Eastern 
Townships died, and Wilfrid Laurier 
was successful, in conjunction with a 
printer of St. Hyacinth*, in buying 
the paper. He removed Its head¬ 
quarters to Arthgbaakavftlle. and open¬ 
ed there a law office, in conjunction

When he retired 
fifteen years later, the judgment, if not the-affee- 
tion, of Quebec had come to acquiesce, in the pro* 
posal that her interests would best be surved by 
retaining her pla<% permanently within the Brit¬ 
ish Empire. This conclusion was perhaps not al¬ 
together universal among French-Canadians. lu¬ 
cent events may have given color to the idea that 
a section of her people aqcept it with a certain re¬ 
luctance.

Graceful Speaker.

Laurler could do little more than apply 
himself to holding the Liberal party- 
together. He and his party accepted 
Sir Richard Cartwright’s trade policy, 
•but it soon became known that Mr. 
Blake was against it, and Mr. Blake’s 
prestige with the Liberal party was 
not a thing to be dissipated. Mr. Mc¬ 
Carthy’s activity, on the other hand, 
constituted a realisation of Mr. La (tr¬ 
ier's early apprehension, for every 
word spoken at a McCarthy meeting 
militated against the success of a 
French and Catholic leader. 

Faced the Religious Issue.

Towards the early part of 1911 refer- J 
enec to a trade reciprocity Began to be 
discussed throughout Canada, and be¬ 
fore long became the dominant issue.

When war between Great Britain 
and the South African colonies broke 
out In 1899, Sir Wilfrid wns muoh cri¬ 
ticised for hie non-committal attitude. 
But later, perceiving the strong senti¬ 
ment* of the Canadian people on the 
crisis, displaying hia life-long loyalty 
to British Ideals, he took the Irrevo¬ 
cable step of sending soldiers far from 
the Dominion to fight the battle* of 
the Empire.
